they tee fit. Naturally the general ten- 
dency with these powers, is to magni- 
fy their victories and minimize their 
defeats. Each sends out its 
official 


account of every important battle and 
its srersion of the sinking of every Im- 
portant vessel, whether in 
battle or 


otherwise. In judging of these reports 
when compared one with the other, 
the Intelligent reader can draw a falr- 


• ly accurate conclusion even when the 


( claims of opposing belligerents differ. 


It Is true that these reports are all 


, very brief; they do not go into details 


• and hence the complaints that pome 


readers make relative lo the war news 
; as published in tho average

., paper.

spatches to suit his own views. No 
newspaper worlhy of the name would 
attempt to do anything of that kind. 
That kind of deception Is the function 
of the organs engaged in propaganda 
work for one or other of the bellig- 
erent powers. 
If any reader mistakes 


one of these organs for a newspaper, 
he is to be pitied and it is because 
many people make such mistakes that 
they conjure up such erroneous views 
of some of the belligerent powers.

councillor has ever in mind, is to keep 
the tax rate down as low as possible, 
and when the appropriations come be- 
fore him with the great number of 
things needed by the different depart- 
ments, and the increased cost of mater- 
ials and supplies of all kinds, confront- 
ing him on one hand, and that tax rate 
of 520.SO on the other he is forced to do

thinking, and his safest 


course, one that has come down from 
the birth of the nation, is to look for

good to the greatest 


number" and that was what was in the 
.minds of the commissioners when a few- 
days ago they voted against an increase 
of 25 cents per day for the laborers. 


All classes of. citizens and the citi- 


zens of all sections of the city annually 
want something from the municipality. 
Citizens who pay taxes on real estate 
want improvements in their particular 
sections but if there is a hint that tho 
tax rate is to be increased 10 cents, the 
same citizens make a tremendous pro- 
test. Citizens who do not own real es 
tate want improvements, parks, play 
grounds, increases in wages, etc.. bu 
if they get one at the expense of the 
other they are still not satisfied. Thi 
year the waterways committee recently 
appointed at the request of the organ 
ized labor men of the city will ask ai 
appropriation for the fencing of nnpro 
tected waterways. The organized UOio 
men are criticizing the government fo 
not increasing the pay of the city la 
borers and at the same time Ihroug 
their committee are asking for an adili 
tional expenditure on a matter that wll 
appeal favorably lo all. There are mi 
peratlve school house needs which wi 
mean a big expenditure of money, an 
which affect the humble poll tax payc 
through his children. There arc impel 
alive fire and water department need 
which arc as much tor the benefit o 
the city laborer as for the wcalthies 
citizen in Lowell. 
The street depar 


rr.cnt needs more horses, and wilhou 
the horses there is no need of driver 
and here again the working man is a 
fccted. Xew street work and new sew- 


1 er work are needed and if the money 
for'such work is provided it means em- 
ployment for city laborers where oth- 
erwise they would not be employed, t m-

•epublican and two democratic .sena- 
ors, and 13 republican and six demo- 
cratic representatives. 
Each of the 


_enators represents a different coun- 
cillor district, while on. the house end 
of the committee there are three mem- 
bers from 
each 
councillor 
district. 


With 24 republicans on a committee 
of 32. it Is quite reasonable to as- 
sume that the result of Its delibera- 
tions will not be unfavorable to th.il 
party. 


Senator Clarence W. llobbs, Jr., of 


Worcester, chairman of the commit- 
tee, • has announced that it will 
be 


called to order next week, and that it 
will begin its work and hearings ut 
once. 
One of its first duties will bo
